CARE OF FARM MANURE. 


Fertility of Soil Best Maintained by 
L iv e Stock. 
I Prepared by Ended Stales department of 
agriculture | 
As cattle may la* fed more as a 
tiler.us tor increasing fertility of the 
soil than as a direct source of profit, 
the ilia mire must he properly eared for. 
Paved floors should lie provided for 
the buildings or for that part of the 
yard which the cattle frequent most. 
and sufficient bedding should lie used 
to absorb the urine. 
Two -thirds of th(> 
nitrogen and about three fifths of the 
potash are passed off in the urine 
nu a three m ouths' teed (rom two to 
two and a halt tolls of manure, iii 
eluding the bedding, will lie produced 
by a 
I .bt Mi pound 
steer. 
That 
the 
greatest value may be obtained from 
this m anure it should either be limned 
to the field as soon as produced or be 
allowed to neeum ulate iii the sheds, 
where tile cattle will keep it tramped, 
sufficient bedding being used to absorb 
tile liquid portion and to keep the an i­ 
mals clean and dry 
As soon as pos­ 
sible after the cattle are sold the m a­ 
nure should be hauled to the field. 
Even with the best of care there will 
tie some loss. 
When feeders bought 
concentrate*, as they formerly did. this 
loss was more than offset by the fer­ 
tilizing value of the purchased grain.
